PAY NOT ONLY REWARD 


Consciousness of work well done does not go far 
with any of us, notwithstanding moralists to the effect 
that it is reward enough. 
The pay envelope is indis­ 
pensable, grossly material though it be, and it has to 
satisfy the vast majority of toilers. 
The wise employer 
does not, however, overlook the spiritual value of a bit 
of appreciation otherwise 
expressed. 
Yet 
modern 
conditions are unfavorable, in large business organiza­ 
tions at any rate. 
Not all workers can define the Jack though sensi­ 
ble that some form of gratification is wanting. 
They 
will recognize it in the explanation given by Mme. Alia 
Nazimova of her decision to leave the picture stage and 
return to the spoken drama. 
She has been getting 
“big” money and her pictures have thrilled thousands 
of admirers. 
But Mme Nazimova craves applause. 
At the end of a big scene in the studio she limps 
away to the clatter of mechanical devices and the 
orders of the director as to when next to report for 
work. 
On the vocal stage the death agonies that she 
makes real to her audiences are sweetened by the 
thunder^ of hand-clapping as the curtain descends. 
That’s the only real reward for the actor appropriate­ 
ly tempermental. Some, to be sure, find their satisfac­ 
tion in the size of the pay check they receive each week 
or month 
It roars louder than any audience, re­ 
fined or unrefined. 
It should be assurance enough of 
work well done, and it is for most. 
Still, the satisfac­ 
tion of the spirit is a prize. 
Mme. Nazimova is to be congratulated on being 
able to work where she will get both kinds of reward. 


STRICKEN FLORIDA 


The Florida disaster appeals in its suddenness as 
much as in its awfulness. 
Cities that had been built 
to greatness as if by magic have been made waste by 
the elements overnight. The work of men’s hands seems 
gone for naught. 
Faith itself seems shattered. 
Un­ 
counted hundreds of the poor bodies that but yesterday 
worked so happily, believed so buoyantly, lie broken, 
dead or dying. 
Yet the dirge is changing to softer theme. 
Calm 
will come as the sun again breaks through the angry 
skies. 
And with calm, the bitterness of recollection 
will be mellowed by the revelation of acts of unselfish­ 
ness, self-sacrifice, heroism such as glorify man’s great­ 
est trials. 
And then faith will return and the survivors of 
this horror will set themselves to the painful task of 
bringing order out of chaos, salvage out of loss, and to 
rebuilding greater, safer cities— cities more beautiful 
if that be possible—than those that now lie stricken. 
Galveston, San Francisco, Tokio have risen from 
flood, or earthquake, or fire. So will Miami rise again. 
That Miami is a new city, devastated in its youth, may 
make the task the harder. 
But, on the other hand, 
Miami’s youth may fire its heart to the greater courage. 
That Florida’s population has been drawn so /m - 
erally from the country at large gives the tragedy a 
peculiarly national significance, makes countless thou­ 
sands in distant states feel a personal grief in the 
destruction that was borne on the wings of the storm.

Sept. 28.—The future 
of the bird dog in England seem s 
a gloomy one. in the opinions of 


I several American sportsmen who 
have returned from attending the 
field trials in the moors of Scot­ 
land and Wales. 
According to these opinions the 
slow' dogs with the narrow range 
and little initiative to hunt birds, 
have taken the place bf the old 
time fast ranging setters and point­ 
ers of the ‘good old days in Dog­ 
dom.” 
The interest in the setter and 
pointer field trials grows less each 
year according to the reports. At 
the same time the spaniel trials 
are growing in interest and threat 
en to usurp all the glory of the 
wide ranging dogs. 
Another thing brought out is that 
several of the European owners of 
game preserves have grown so per­ 
fect in the art of raising birds in 
their natural habitat that the point­ 
ers are really no louger needed. 
This, 
the 
sportsmen 
say. 
has 
given rise to the development of 
the springer spaniel, the dog that 
keeps always withiu raugtng dis­ 
tance and gun shot of the birds 
and does his own flushing for the 
hunters. 
As is commonly known, in th* 
trials in this country 
the 
best 
grounds 
do 
not 
furnish 
enough | 
birds to permit a loafing dog to 
even get near to winning a place 
in the trials. 
It Is up to American dogs to get 
off from their hunters, som etim es 
as far aa 600 yards aud to do their 
own finding of the game. 
In tho European trials there are 
so many birds that the judges re­ 


quire the dogs to keep within a 
hundred yards of the hunters. 
That means that there are too 
m any birds in the course for the 
dogs to snow' their real worth. It 
also means that the spaniel with 
his springing is more needed over 
there than the p o i n t e r *nd setter. 
That probably accounts for th# 
rapid development of him. 
At any rate the initiative of the 
American setter and pointer class 
is not required in Europe according 
th the opinion.

Consciousness of work well done does not go far 
with any of us, notwithstanding moralists to the effect 
that it is reward enough.

does not, however, overlook the spiritual value of a bit

STRICKEN FLORIDA 


The Florida disaster appeals in its suddenness as 
much as in its awfulness. 
Cities that had been built 
to greatness as if by magic have been made waste by 
the elements overnight.

counted hundreds of the poor bodies that but yesterday 
worked so happily, believed so buoyantly, lie broken, 
dead or dying.

So will Miami rise again. 
That Miami is a new city, devastated in its youth, may 
make the task the harder. 
But, on the other hand, 
Miami’s youth may fire its heart to the greater courage. 
That Florida’s population has been drawn so /.*n- 
erallv from the country at large gives the tragedy a 
peculiarly national significance, makes countless thou­ 
sands in distant states feel a personal grief in the 
destruction that was borne on the wings of the storm.

By BERT M. DEMBY 
CHICAGO, Sept. 28.-~Th© future 
of the bird dog in Rutland seems 
a gloomy one. in the opinions of 
several American sportsm en who 
have returned from attending the 
field trials in the moors of Scot­ 
land and Wales. 
According to these opinions the 
slow dogs with the narrow rauge 
and little initiative to hunt birds, 
have taken the place bf the old 
time fast ranging setters and point­ 
ers of the "good old days in Po* 
dom ” 
The interest in the setter and 
pointer field trials grows less each 
year according to the reports- At 
the same time the spaniel trials 
are growing in interest and threat­ 
en to usurp all the glory of the 
wide ranging dogs. 
Another thing brought out is that 
several of the Kuropcau owners of 
gam e preserves have grow n so per­ 
fect in the art of raising birds in 
their natural habitat that the point­ 
ers are really no longer needed. 
This. 
the 
sportsmen 
say. has 
given rise to the development of 
the springer spauiel, the dog that 
keeps always within ranging dis 
tanee and gun shot of the birds 
and does his own flushing for the 
hunter*. 
As is commonly known, in th* 
trials in this country 
the 
be*t 
grounds 
do 
not 
furnish 
enough 
birds to permit a loafing dog to 
even get near to winning a place 
in the trials 
It is up to American dogs to get 
oft from their hunters, sometimes 
as far as 600 yards aud to do their 
own finding of the game. 
In the European trials there are 
so many birds that the judges re­ 


quire the dogs to keep within a 
hundred yards of the hunter*. 
That m eans that there are too 
many bird* in the cour*© for the 
dogs to *now their real worth. It 
also means that the spaniel with 
hts springing is more needed over 
there than the pointer and setter. 
That probably accounts for the 
rapid developm ent of him. 
At any rate the Initiative of the 
American setter and pointer class 
is not required in Europe according 
th the opinion.
